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FORM  OF  BEQUEST. 

“I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Treasurers  and  Governors  for  the  time  being 
of  the  Newark  Town  and  District  Hospital  and  Dispensary,  the  sum  of  * 

free  of  duty,  to  be  applied  in  and  towards  carrying  on  the  charitable  objects  of 
the  above  Institution  and  I  direct  that  the  receipt  of  the  Treasurers  for  the  time 
being  shall  be  a  sufficient  discharge  to  my  Executors  for  the  same."

Regulations  as  to  Admission  of  Ordinary  In-Patients. 

Sick  Persons  suitable  for  admission  as  In-Patients  must  obtain,  before 
entering  the  Hospital,  SIX  Tickets,  and  the  Certificate  at  the  foot  of  one  of  the 
Tickets  must  be  filled  in  and  signed  by  a  Medical  Practitioner. 

Accidents  are  admitted  without  Tickets. 

Tickets  last  five  weeks,  and  if  the  Patient  remains  in  the  Hospital  for 
longer  period,  fresh  Tickets  must  be  obtained. 


Regulations  for  Out-Patients. 

1 —  Out-Patients,  other  than  those  mentioned  in  (2),  must  attend  punctually 
at  11  a.m.  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays  only,  except  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

2 —  Out-Patients  who  have  been  visited  in  their  own  homes  by  the  House 
Surgeon  and  who  are  well  enough  to  attend  at  the  Hospital,  must  attend  there 
punctually  at  11  a.m.  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Fridays. 

3 —  Except  in  cases  of  emergency,  no  Out-Patient  can  be  attended  to  at 
the  Hospital  unless  a  Ticket  is  produced  at  the  first  visit.  The  Medical  Staff 
have  no  power  to  relax  this  Bye-law. 

4 —  Every  Out-Patient  must  bring  proper  phials,  etc.,  for  their  medicine. 

5 —  One  Ticket  shall  suffice  for  all  Patients  in  the  same  house  having  the 
same  infectious  disease. 

6 —  Town  Patients  too  ill  to  attend  at  the  Hospital,  and  wishing  to  be  visited 
at  their  own  homes,  must  send  in  their  Tickets  before  10  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
otherwise  they  cannot  be  visited  by  the  House  Surgeon  till  the  following  day. 

7 —  Patients  will  not  be  visited  at  their  own  houses  without  previously  obtain¬ 
ing  a  Ticket  except  in  cases  of  sudden  seizure. 

8 —  If  attendance  is  required  for  a  longer  period  than  Five  Weeks,  a  fresh 
Ticket  must  be  procured. 


X-Ray  Department. 

Patients  requiring  X-Ray  Treatment  must  obtain  One  Ticket  for  each 
treatment. 

Patients  requiring  an  X-Ray  Examination  must  obtain  Three  Tickets. 

Contributors  to  the  Employees'  Voluntary  Levy  and  their  dependents  are 
treated  or  examined  free  on  production  of  One  Ticket,  which  they  must  obtain 
from  their  representative. 

All  other  persons  must  pay  at  the  rates  for  the  time  being  in  force.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Management  for  1928. 


The  year  has  witnessed  the  completion  of  the  alterations  which 
were  begun  early  in  1927.  The  progress  has  been  somewhat  slow, 
but  the  results  have  proved  entirely  satisfactory,  and  it  is  believed 
that  Newark  has  now  one  of  the  best-equipped  and  most  up-to-date 
small  hospitals  in  the  Country. 

The  Hodgkinson  Ward  contains  seven  additional  beds  and 
upstairs  eight  more  beds  have  been  provided  in  private  wards,  so 
there  are  now  fifty  beds  in  all  for  patients  distributed  as  follows  : — 
for  men,  in  the  Ossington  and  Hodgkinson  wards,  20  ;  for  women, 
in  the  Branston  ward,  13  :  for  children,  in  the  Davy  ward,  7  ;  and 
in  the  private  wards,  10. 

The  out-patients  department  has  a  large  waiting  hall,  a  new 
dispensary,  an  airy  and  well -lighted  casualty  theatre,  an  enlarged 
X-ray  room,  and  a  new  room  for  electrical  treatment  by  ultra-violet 
rays  and  radiant  heat.  A  new  store  shed  has  been  built  outside  and 
one  of  the  old  store  rooms  has  been  taken  and  fitted  up  as  a  laboratory 
for  the  medical  staff,  who  at  their  own  cost  purchased  and  pre¬ 
sented  the  necessary  apparatus.  The  ultra-violet  ray  (artificial 
sunlight)  apparatus  costing  about  -£74  was  presented  by  Messrs. 
Ransome  Sc  Maries  Sports  and  Social  Club. 

The  new  rooms  were  taken  into  use  one  by  one  directly  they 
were  completed,  without  any  formal  opening  ceremony,  and  have 
been  greatly  appreciated.  Every  bed,  both  public  and  private,  has 
been  almost  constantly  occupied,  and  the  electrical  department 
has  leapt  into  favour  and  been  extremely  busy. 

Unfortunately  the  cost  of  the  alterations  has  been  much  heavier 
than  was  anticipated  and  is  expected  to  amount  to  not  less  than 
£4,500.  A  large  proportion  of  this  is  attributable  to  the  heating 
apparatus,  which  has  had  to  be  renewed  almost  entirely.  For 
reasons  given  last  year  no  public  appeal  for  special  funds  was  made 
and  the  Board  have  been  compelled  to  realise  the  greater  part  of 
the  invested  capital  at  prices  generally  much  below  the  original  cost. 
The  replacement  of  this  capital  will  be  the  concern  of  the  Board 
during  the  coming  years. 

From  the  accounts  which  are  printed  on  the  following  pages  it 
will  be  observed  that  although  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  ad¬ 
ministration  shews  an  increase  of  £112,  the  income  has  more  than 
kept  pace,  so  that  on  the  year's  working  there  is  a  small  balance  on 
the  light  side.  The  Board  have  kept  a  careful  watch  over  the 


expenditure  and  are  satisfied  that  proper  economy  is  observed  in 
every  department.  During  the  coming  year  the  loss  of  income  from 
the  sale  of  investments  will  be  felt,  while  the  increase  of  staff  necessary 
to  work  the  new  wards  will  necessitate  increased  expenditure. 

Under  the  new  Rating  and  Valuation  Act  the  nett  assessment 
of  the  Hospital  has  been  increased  from  £54  to  £113  and  those  of 
the  Nurses'  Home  and  the  Porter's  House  from  £72  to  £112.  The 
Board  appealed  to  the  Assessment  Committee  for  reconsideration, 
but  without  success.  This  means  that  with  the  rates  at  12s.  lOd. 
in  the  £,  as  at  present,  not  including  water  rates,  the  charge  upon 
the  Institution  will  amount  to  £144  a  year.

Newark  Golf  Club,  £1  14s.  3d.  ;  Town  and  District  Club,  £1  4s.  4d.; 
Ram  Hotel,  £1  Is.  2d.  ;  Spring  House,  £1  Os.  Od.;  Eagle  Tavern, 
17s.  ;  Robin  Hood  Hotel,  13s.  9d.  ;  Northern  Hotel,  11s.  6d.  ; 
others,  £4  8s.  lid. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  see  that  the  Employees'  Voluntary  Levy, 
upon  which  the  Hospital  so  largely  depends,  has  beaten  its  record 
of  last  year,  and  this  in  spite  of  bad  trade.

Of  the  463  In-patients,  243  came  from  Newark,  192  from  the 
Country,  and  28  from  outside  the  radius.  They  were  in  the  Hospital 
on  an  average  27  days  each,  costing  about  £10  Os.  2d.  a  case  or  about 
6s.  lid.  a  day.  The  Out-patients,  Casualties,  etc.,  have  been 
treated  at  a  cost  of  about  7s.  Id.  per  patient.  The  X-ray  apparatus 
was  used  on  709  occasions,  91  times  for  In-patients  and  618  times 
for  Out-patients. 

The  question  of  the  cost  of  treatment  of  cases  arising  from 
motor  accidents  continues  to  occupy  the  attention  of  all  concerned 
in  the  management  of  voluntary  hospitals,  and  many  suggestions 
have  been  made,  but  no  satisfactory  solution  has  yet  been  agreed 
upon. 

The  Ladies'  Linen  Association  continued  the  valuable  work 
which  they  have  carried  on  for  so  many  years  in  providing  the 
bedding,  blankets,  linen,  etc.,  for  the  hospital,  and,  in  addition 
they  selected  and  ordered  all  the  furniture  and  bedding  for  the  new 
wards.  At  their  own  personal  cost  they  furnished  the  room  now  set 
apart  as  a  waiting  room  for  visitors  and  an  office  for  the  Matron. 

The  lamerfted  death  of  Col.  Hodgkinson  in  August  was  a 
grievous  blow  to  his  colleagues  on  the  Board  and  an  irreparable 
loss  to  the  Institution  for  which  he  had  laboured  so  lovingly  and  so 
diligently.  His  family  had  been  connected  with  the  Hospital  for 
nearly  a  century,  and  following  in  the  footsteps  of  his  grandfather 
and  his  father  he  joined  the  Board  of  Management  in  1911  and 
served  with  distinction  as  Vice-President  for  four  years,  1923-27. 
Since  the  year  ended  another  serious  loss  has  been  sustained  by  the 
death  of  Mr.  Harry  Coulby,  who  had  been  a  munificent  benefactor, 
notably  to  the  Nurses'  Home,  to  which  he  contributed  £5,000. 

Letters  continue  to  be  received  from  outgoing  patients,  expressing 
gratitude  for  the  treatment  received  and  bearing  testimony  to  the 
efficiency  and  willingness  of  the  staff.  The  Board  desire  to  add 
their  tribute  of  appreciation  and  also  to  thank  all  subscribers  and 
voluntary  workers  for  their  assistance  during  the  year.
